$500 max imu m annu ally . 
Pandemoniu m brok e ou t when 
Du nn called on the association to 
mak e good on its agreement. When 
opponents of the measu re, inclu d­ 
ing many members who were not 
commissioners in 1937 and hence 
felt they were not bou nd by the 
association’s pledge, appeared to 
hav e a majority . Du nn issu ed his 
u ltimatu m and su cceeded in de­ 
lay ing a v ote u ntil a later session. 
Whlttemore Opposed 
The Association was ex pected to 
go on record against the Wtaitte- 
more bill, and administration-ap­ 
prov ed measu re which wou ld re­ 
du ce the amou nt of motor v ehicle 
license tax money receiv ed by *the 
cou nties and increase the grants 
to mu nicipalities. 
Another resolu tion demanded an

In discu ssing dictatorships and repu blics, one mother writes that 
there seems to be a certain glamou r abou t dictators that has a pe­ 
cu liar appeal to y ou th. She ex pressed the hope that the case for a re­ 
pu blic and free enterprise cou ld be stated plainly and effectiv ely . 
In Germany it is tru e that Hitler has the ov erwhelming su pport of 
y ou th, bu t what does that prov e? Actu ally it means little more than 
that they speak only German. 
That is all they hav e been tau ght. 
German y ou th hav e had no choice. 
The dictator has won German 
y ou th, temporarily at least, by prev enting debate, by su ppressing free 
speech, free press, free radio, free mov ies and a free lectu re room. The 
sy stem is “efficient” in a hard and brittle way , bu t as to the real mer­ 
its of,a repu blican form of gov ernment it prov es nothing. 
* 
Actu ally , how “efficient” is it? 
Time will pu t it to the test as 
time has done before. Repu blics permit back -seat driv ing. The pas­ 
sengers can warn of danger.

of Chicago, 
lost to Ru ssia; ncrr Denmark , as 
large as two Detroits, was su b­ 
merged by Germany , France is a 
different story which illu strates 
the tru th that gov ernments are 
destroy ed by 
an 
ex cess of their 
v irtu es — dictatorships by 
too 
mu ch discipline and repression and 
democracies by too mu ch freedom 
and neglect. Dictators are the re­ 
ceiv ers of bank ru pt repu blics. 
It 
is becoming plain in this cou ntry 
that we, too, can no longer regard 
gov ernment as a cow to be milk ed, 
and not as a watchdog to be fed. 
The paper 
framework of cru r 
gov ernment cannot sav e u s. It is 
designed to help. 
Bu t we mu st 
first sav e that which helps u s sav e 
ou rselv es. 
We mu st become citi­ 
zens again, not inhabitants. 
We 
mu st pay ou r way . The dead-head­ 
ing and 
hitch-hik ing 
day s 
are 
gone. 
The letters I receiv ed were lard­ 
ed with homely wisdom, pu ngent j 
as grass roots. 
For ex ample. — I

the state. 
The dictator simply 
organizes what free men inv ent.

Why not a one-man 
ju ry ? 
And this: In a repu blic most of 
the people get many of the things 


they want, while in a dictatorship 
most of the people don’t want most 
of the things they get Few hav e 
the nobility of sou l not to abu se 
omnipotent power. A dictatorship | 
resembles its dictator; a repu blic, 
its people. 
As for me, I believ e repu blics 
are more efficient than dictator­ 
ships, both In 
hu man happiness 
and in creatu re comforts. 
A so­ 
ciety prospers chiefly throu gh the 
mu tu al ex change of goods and 
serv ices, the div ision of labor. Bu t 
men do beat, generally what they 
lik e to do best. 
And no one else 
k nows that. 
Conv ersely , men do 
not do well what they hate to do. 
“The pu rsu it of happiness” there­ 
fore is a real factor In efficiency . 
Where man are free they follow 
“their natu ral bent”. 
Each then 
does, grow’s or mak es what he can 
do best, and ex changes that best 
for his neighbor’s best. So the stan­ 
dard of liv ing goes u p. Freedom 
releases ev ery sk ill. 
It 
u nleash­ 
es the dy namic, restless, creativ e, 
my steriou s and u npredictable hu ­ 
man sou l. 
It 
giv es u s 
Edison, 
Bu rbank , W’right, Bessemer, Pu - 
pin, Westinghou se Fu lton, Whit­ 
ney , Abraham Lincoln. 
Bu t in a dictatorship squ are men 
are driv en into rou nd holes. They 
mu st fit some v ast pattern. The 
freedom to choose their occu pa­ 
tions is denied them. They do not 
what they want to do, bu t what 
they are told to do. The resu lt is 
second best. 
In short, free men 
produ ce more than slav es.

Dr. Lejins dwelt at length on 
the p light of Europ e's sm aller na­ 
tions, 
declaring 
that 
although 
* they w ere forced into subjugation 
. for the time being tha t all re ­ 
spected 
their indep endence 
and 
, were w aiting for an op p ortunity 
to regain it. 
"Their doctrine a t p resent is 
' ‘give in but not give up ’,’’ the 
sp eak er said. 
He declared tha t they retain 
their custom s although under the 
w atchful ey e of the dictators. 
Mr. Lejins, a native of Moscow 
but educated in Latvia, said that 
G erm an people idolized Hitler be­ 
cause of his successes. 
“A few 
reversals for Der Fuehrer," Mr. 
Lejins said, "would tear down his 
p op ularity ." 
Most interesting p a rt 
of Dr. 
Lejin's talk was his descrip tion of 
the condition and feeling of (he 
G erm an people. Although he s ta t­ 
ed he sp ent only one night and 
one morning in Berlin he had a 
fairly good p icture of the city 
p rop er having had to travel from 
the railroad station to a friend's 
house, where he sp ent the night 
and then to the airp ort the next ' 
morning.

Dr Pierre Lejins, third feature 
on tile R otary Club’s Institute 
of 
International 
Understanding, 
pleaded two audiences Wednesday 
when he visited the hiph school in 
the afternoon and addressed an 
adult group in the evening in the 
high school social room. 
The fourth num ber of the series 
will be offered next week. 
Dr. Lejins dwelt at length on 
the plight of Europe's smaller na­ 
tions, 
declaring 
th a t 
although 
they were forced into subjugation 
for the time being that all re­ 
spected 
their independence and 
were waiting for an opportunity 
to regain it. 
“Their doctrine at present is 
‘give in but not give up’.” the 
speaker said. 
He declared th at they retain 
their customs although under the 
watchful eye of the dictators. 
Mr. Le jins, a native of Moscow 
but educated in Latvia, said that 
German people idolized H itler be­ 
cause of his successes. 
“A few 
reversals for Der Fuehrer,” Mr. 
Lejins said, “would tear down his 
popularity.” 
Most, interesting p art of Dr. 
Lejin’s talk was his description of 
the condition and feeling of the 
German people. Although he sta t­ 
ed he spent only one night and 
one morning in Berlin he had a 
fairly good picture of the city 
proper having had to travel from 
the railroad station to a friend's 
house, where he spent the night 
and then to the airport the next 
morning. 
Saw Little Damage 
According to Dr. Lejins, Berlin 
during the present war. up to Oc­ 
tober 
19th. 
had suffered 
little 
damage 
from 
bombing, 
in 
his 
trips through the city he saw only 
one or two houses injured by 
bombs. 
The main difficulty in 
Berlin was the num ber of taxis. 
He had a very hard time obtain­ 
ing transportation and at times 
had to wait two hours for a cab. 
The food appeared to be s aree 
although the people do not real­ 
ize it is. 
He stated he and his 
wife had eggs for breakfast but 
bis German friends did not. ex­ 
plaining they had plenty, for the 
rations perm itted them to each 
have six eggs a month. 
He had 
no m eat while in Germany being 
tile re on “m eatless days.” 
The explanation offered by the 
governm ent for the bombing of 
Berlin is, he explained, that ii>’h 
Canadian girls aged 16 to 18. who, 
for w ant of anything else to do! 
fly over the city dropping the 
bombs, with no system ut all. The 
government "offers proof of this” 
in having shot down several of 
the “girls” and talking to them 
in the hospital. 
Only serious dam age he noticed 
in Germ any was the last airport 
he visited. 
The airport had been 
alm ost completely destroyed. 
Swedes Are Pro British 
In Sweden the people are .strict­ 
ly pro-British and are ever in ter­ 
ror of an invasion from either 
Russia or Germany. 
The troons 
he states, are poorly trained and 
inefficient.

Hancock, 
Muskingum, 
and Madison. 
Mr. 
Ferguson says there is no better 
insurance for poultry profits than 
keeping egg production for the 
flock a t a high level. 
Egg prices over the state de­ 
clined about two cents a dozen in 
December so poultrym en had to 
keep doser w atch of production 
costs to m akea profit. Producers 
.selling 
direct to custom ers 
in 
nearby cities have an advantage 
because retail prices do not drop 
as rapidly as prices paid for eggs 
a t the farm s. 
Poultrym en w ert paying an av­ 
erage of $1.70 per hundred pounds 
for poultry feed a t the beginning 
of January, and they had to sell 
77 eggs 
to pay for 
each IOO 
pounds. W ith egg prices declining 
and feed prices tending to rise, 


low producing flocks are likely to 
cost their owners money. 
Poultrym en cooperating in the 
profitable egg program owned an 
average of 279 hens per farm , had

Mr. Ferguson says the worries 
of the pqultrym an a t this season 
include tem perature control and 
w et litte r in laying houses. Tile 
specialist states th at w et litter in 
itself is not injurious to the health 
of the hens. The tem perature of 
the house and absence of drafts 
are m ore im portant factors in a f­ 
fecting egg production.

77-year-old 
statesman appeared to be just as 
vigorous and youthful as ever. 
McAdoo 
discussed 
plans 
for 
rallying the State of 
California 
around Roosevelt, told how he was 
booed for the first time in his life 
by the Al Smith delegation at the 
1932 Chicago Convention, and how 
he swung the California delega 
tion to Roosevelt, thus stamped­ 
ing his nomination. 
McAdoo also told how’ he had 
been elected to the U. S. Senate 
from California despite the criti 
cisin that he was a "carpet bag­ 
ger”. This criticism he obviated 
by telling how his father had gone 
down from the Tennessee moun­ 
tains on a raft via the Ohio and 
Mississippi and fought in Gener­ 
al Scott’s arm y in the Southwest. 
It was this 
army w’hich helped 


liberate Texas and California, and 
therefore McAdoo pointed out that 
he could consider him self a part 
of California. 
McAdoo and Chapman talked 
for a long time. The next m orn­ 
ing at eleven, Chapman called the 
ex-Senator’s apartm ent to report 
on a m atter they had discussed. 
"The Senator died just thirty 
m inutes ago," he was informed. 
NOTE—Although McAdoo will 
be known chiefly for his vital part 
in the W ilson Administration, he 
also played a greater role in the 
first part of the Roosevelt Admin­ 
istration than m ost people realiz­ 
ed. Under the agreem ent by which 
McAdoo threw the 1932 Chicago 
Convention to Roosevelt, he was 
given the right to pass up on tw o 
members of the Cabinet. The late 
Secretary of the Treasury Woodin 
was OK’d by him, and Secretary 
of Commerce Roper was McAdoo’s 
man.

The human race has w its 
but is indolent, inclined to put 
things off, to comfort itself by sa y­ 
ing “ It’s just a long-drawn-out 
cold” or “ Those 
X-ra ys don’t 
frighten me; they probably made 
a mistake; I’ll let it go a while.” 
If you add your w its to the re­ 
lentlessness of your enemy, he has 
no chance of surv iv al. 
We frequently hear loud com­ 
pla ints tha t the ambulance didn’t 
get there v ery fa st and ev en when 
it did, the doctor didn’t seem much 
concerned. 
Hea r the ambulance 
doctor’s side of the story. Here is 
a ca refully tabulated record:

Thirteen for children with hiv es 
or eczema or a boil. Been sick, on 
the a v erage, 48 hours. 
Two for people suffering from 
heart attacks. 
One for woman 
bleeding to 
death. 
One for man drowning. 


Twenty-six other legitim a te rea ­ 
sons for call. 
War and Human Growth 
S a n d ers stud ied grow th of 
groups of the population during 
the la te wa r yea rs— 19 18 -19 20 and 
subsequently showed a persistent 
fa ilure to come up to the normal 
growth ra te in all age groups up to 
17 years. 
Palmer, a t Hagerstown, M ary­ 
land, measured elem entary school 
children during the depression 
yea rs, comparing their growth to 
sim ila r groups in the prosperous 
years of 19 21-19 27. They were 8 .7 
per cent below comparable annual 
ga ins in the prosperity yea rs. This 
was a ppa rently not due to eco­ 
nomic 
fa ctors as the children 
seemed to he ea ting a s much as 
normal. 
There are undoubtedly good and 
poor yea rs for growth in sta ture 
and body weight in people of the 
same a ge. Perhaps wea ther con­ 
ditions a re a more influential fa c­ 
tor than economics. 
Shuttleworth a t Yale found in 
studying a group of girls tha t in 
19 24 they showed ga ins in sta ture 
a v era ging .26 centimeters abov e 
normal, while in 19 25 they showed 
ga ins a lm ost equally below nor­ 
mal, and in following yea rs, an­ 
nua) v a ria tions. 
Undoubtedly 
world 
economic 
conditions affect these growth pe­ 
riods, but so do other fa ctors.

INSULTS FOR CONQUERORS 
F 
RANCE seems rather quiet, and it would 
be easy for an outsider to get the im­ 
pression that the French are reconciling 
themselves to Gemian-Italian occupation. 
That the contrary is true may be seen 
from the situation in Brest, a French sea­ 
port near the southern end of the English 
Channel. 
These “Regulations for the 
Population” were recently published by 
the mayor, on orders from the Nazi dis­ 
trict commander. 
1. NATIONAL 
EMBLEM 
— 
The 
French population is forbidden to wear the 
tri-color emblem in any form. 
No object 
to be displayed may be decorated with the 
French national colors. 
2. INSULTS TO ITALIANS—The in­ 
habitants are expressly forbidden to insult 
the Italians and in particular the Italian 
vice consul in Brest, Signor Vittorio Job. 
If the vice consul is again insulted, the 
city of Brest will each time be assessed; 
a fine of 50,000 francs. 
3. THROWING 
OF STONES AND 
SUNDRY 
RUBBISH 
ON 
GERMAN 
SOLDIERS— Acts of this sort will be sup­ 
pressed with extreme severity. If the cul­ 
prits are not discovered, the city runs the 
risk of being assessed a heavy fine. 
From such evidence, it doesn’t seem 
likely that the French will ever reconcile 
themselves to tolerating the invaders. Life 
to the latter may be one endless succession 
of humiliating acts of resentment against 
the conquerors. 
And the same procedure 
is said to be followed in other invaded 
democracies.

LESS RICE FOR JA PS 
T H E Japanese people—not the Japanese 
statesmen— deserve 
American sym­ 
pathy. They have been working hard for 
long hours on scant wages, and now their 
rice is to be strictly rationed. 
It is as if 
we Americans were living mainly on 
bread, and the government cut the bread 
supply. 
This has to be done, the Tokyo govern­ 
ment says, in order to maintain the huge 
army now under arms and meet the extra­ 
ordinary naval expenses. 
For military and naval costs there will 
be new bond issues. The people have been 
bled, fur the militarists* adventures in 
China and elsewhere, until the national 
debt is something nobody talks about any 
more. 
It isn’t likely ever to be paid. 
Still the Tokyo militarists and naval- 
jsts dream of conquering Asia and the East 
Indies and the Philippines and driving 
Britain and America out of the western 
Pacific. 
Americans should not make the 
mistake of thinking this is the attitude of 
the Japanese people. It is the aim of the 
imperialist gang that exploits the people 


ARM Y MORALS 
Telegrams and letters have been pour­ 
ing into the War Department and to the 
Wisconsin senators from wives and moth­ 
ers of the 32nd Division of the National 
Guard, about immoral conditions around 
Camp Beauregard, at Alexandria, La. 
Wisconsin troops happen to be involv­ 
ed, and Louisiana happens to be the state 
complained of. 
But the situation has 
brought to a head a problem which exists 
in other states and with other troops. 
This controversy between Wisconsin 
citizens and the War Department may be­ 
come a national issue as the new selective 
service army of a million men moves into 
camps all over the country. 
A similar 
controversy already has developed regard­ 
ing Jacksonville, Fla., and its neighboring | 
Camp Blanding. 
In the Louisiana situation, Wisconsin 
senators are demanding that the War De­ 
partment remove three houses of prosti­ 
tution near Camp Beauregard. 
But the 
War Department replies that it has no 
jurisdiction over the civil community out­ 
side camp limits. 
To this Senator Wiley 
has replied that the War Department 
should extend its jurisdiction. 
Meanwhile, 
officials 
of 
Alexandria 
contend that their town is perfectly moral. 
War Department attitude is that the Army 
is not charged with moral reform of its 
recruits, and their conduct around a camp 
is likely to follow the same pattern as 
their conduct at home. 
At the same time, experts of the Morale 
Division hope to hold men on the i*eserva- 
tion, even in their spare time, by a well- 
planned recreation program, and by serv­ 
ing three-point-two beer. 
Beer of that 
strength is declared by law to be non­ 
intoxicating, and the experts reason that 
if a man can get beer in camp, he is less 
likely to go to town looking for liquor. 
The War Department also expects 
that Army life will prove rigorous for men 
out of civilian life, and there won’t be 
much time or energy for idling.

m ust not be stupid and indulge in 
wishful thinking. Detection and 
early discovery of infection is a 
game of wits. The germ of tuber­ 
culosis is relentless but without 
wits. The human race has wits 
but is indolent, inclined to put 
things off, to comfort itself by say­ 
ing “ It’s just a long-drawn-out 
cold" or “Those X -rays don’t 
frighten me; they probably made 
a m istake; I’ll let it go awhile." 
If you add your wits to the re­ 
lentlessness of your enemy, he has 
no chance of survival. 
We frequently hear loud com­ 
plaints th at the ambulance didn’t 
get there very fast and even when 
it did, the doctor didn’t seem much 
concerned. H ear the ambulance 
doctor’s side of the story. Here is 
a carefully tabulated record: 
Ambulance Calls 
One thousand three hundred 
calls were made by mistake, the 
lady thought she was ’phoning the 
laundry or something. 
Two thousand one hundred and 
sixty-five—intoxication. 
Three hundred and eighty-two 
calls because women fainted. 
Five hundred and sixty-four— 
two other ambulances and three 
private doctors arrived a t the 
same time. 
Sixteen for aid for sick animals. 
Goldfish moulting. 
“ We didn’t 
mean to call ye, Doc. We got the 
cat outa the tree O.K. but the tax­ 
payer here says he w ants to be 
sure it ain’t hurt." 
Thirteen for children with hives 
or eczema or a boil. Been sick, on 
the average, 48 hours. 
Two for people suffering from 
heart attacks. 
One for woman bleeding to 
death. 
One for man drowning. 


Twenty-six other legitim ate rea­ 
sons for call. 
War and Human Growth 
S an d ers studied gro w th of 
groups of the population during 
the late w ar years— 1918-1920 and 
subsequently showed a persistent 
failure to come up to the normal 
growth rate in all age groups up to 
17 years. 
Palm er, at Hagerstown, M ary­ 
land, measured elem entary school 
children during the depression 
years, comparing their growth to 
sim ilar groups in the prosperous 
years of 1921-1927. They were 8.7 
per cent below comparable annual 
gains in the prosperity years. This 
was apparently not due to eco­ 
nomic factors as the children 
seemed to be eating as much as 
normal. 
There are undoubtedly good and 
poor years for growth in stature 
and body weight in people of the 
same age. Perhaps weather con­ 
ditions are a more influential fac­ 
tor than economics. 
Shuttleworth at Yale found in 
studying a group of girls that in 
1924 they showed gains in stature 
averaging .26 centim eters above 
normal, while in 1925 they showed 
gains almost equally below nor­ 
mal, and in following years, an­ 
nual variations. 
Undoubtedly 
world 
economic 
conditions affect these growth pe­ 
riods, but so do other factors.
